His Term May End 


George P. newly appointed Po- 
lice Commisisoner, talked to a_ Post- 
Dispatch reporter at his home Friday 
after the appointment. 

Though Mr. Jones he knows 
nothing, about polities or about police 
affairs, he talks of the duties of his 
new position as though appointed for 
& purpose and deeply impressed with 
the importance of the work he ex- 
pected to do. 

He speaks

“I have been a close friend of Mr. 
Fristoe for 10 years,’ he said. “I know 
Mr. Stewart very well and Iam a friend 
of Mayor Wells and a great admirer of 
Gov.

“It wouldn't be fair for me to talk 
about that,’ he .said. ‘“‘I have nevér 
been connected with politics In any way. 
I am a Democrat and I always vote 
and that my vote is counted, or 
at least that it goes in the ballot box;

nothing about political methods. I met 
Chief Kiely and Chief Desmond when 
I was foreman of the grand jury which 
investigated thé Blair case in the fall 
of 1908. 

“That investigation also was the oc- 
casion of my first meeting with Mr. 
Folk, then Circuit Attorney. I Was very 
much impressed with his zeal and abil- 
ity aS a prosecutor, and when Mr. Mc- 
Leod started-a movement among busi- 
ness men to aid him I readily fell in 
line with the.plan. It was during this 
campaign that I met Mr. Stewart, now 
president of the Police Board.” 

Conversation turned fo the ‘charge 
made by Gov. Folk that certain mem- 
bers of the board had not devoted suf- 
ficient time to police matters. 

“I will attend all the meetings, 
Mr. Jones. 

“Would you foress your summer va- 
cation in order to be at the meetings?” 
was asked. 

“Not on your life,” said Mr. Jones. 
Then he hastened to add: “Of course, 
you understand I may not be a mem- 
ber of the board next summer. We 
will probably have this thing straight- 
ened out before that.’

Famous Case Is Expected to 
Reach the Jury Saturday 
Morning. 


Assistant Attorney-General Charles H. 
Ropb for the Government, began the 
first argument in the trial of Senator 
Burton at 2 o'clock this afternoon. Im- 
mediately before the noon adjournment, 
both the Government and defense an- 
nounced that all testimony. was in. 

According to a ruling by lJudge Van 
Devanter, there will be no time limit on 
arguineuts, and two attorneys will be 
permitted to speak for each side. It is 
expected that the case will go to the 
jury Saturday morning. 

Senator Burton, testifying in his own 
defensé, posit.vely denied the truth 
of the testimony of Charles H. Brooks, 
star witness for the Government, 
testified yvesterday. 

Brooks testified that Ernst Kastor had 
told him in Burton's presence that Bur- 
tun was the man who had prevented the 
issuance of a fraud order against the 
Rialto company. 

“Was that statement made in your 
presence?’ asked. Attormey Lehmann. 

“Absolutely, it was not,”’ replied Bur- 
ton, with vehemence. 

“Were any letters destroyed tn your 
presence by Mahaney, or did you say 
that you wanted letters destroyed?” he 
was asked. 

“There was not one word said about 
the destruction of letters.”’ 

Judge Van Devanter sustained an ob- 
jection to a question: by Col. Dyer on 
cross-examination as to whether Burton 
had been employed by Brooks. 
Senator Burton began his narration 
of his connection with the Rialto com- 
pany by telling of his early meetings 
with Attorney Harlan, the local counse! 
of the concern. An interview had oc- 
curred between them, he explained. 
Continulng, he said:

LOOKING FOR TROUBLE 





Illegal Dredgers Expect Fed- 
eral Action and Prepare 
to Resist Officers. 





ONE CAPTAIN KILLED 





Fired on Authorities and Was 
Shot Down in Return 
by Patrol. 





Special to the Ll’ost-Dispatch. 

BALTIMORE, Md.,. Nov. 24.—United 
States Commissioner Rogers announces 
that he fully expects that the Govern- 
ment will at send out a revenue 
cutter after cutlaw oystermen on Chesa- 
peake Bay. 

Warrants have been issued by the 
commissioner and the United States 
Marshal will be aboard the cutter to 
serve these papers if the oyster pirates 
are caught. 

The commissioner intimates: that he 
himself urged the Government to detail 
a cutter for this hazardous service. It 
is hazardous, for the oystermen have 
defied the authorities and this year they 
have more at stake than ever before. 

It is not certain that the ‘‘Bug-Eye 
Sadie Gibson’’—that is what the oyster- 
men term Capt. Will Wheatley’s vyster 
boat—wi!ll be the special object of at- 
tack, although Capts. Clarke and Mc- 
Cabe, the two Philadelphians believed 
to have been murdered were of the 
crew of the suspiciqus craft. Ten 
deaths have been reported at the Bal- 
timore Custom House by the captains 
of this oyster fieet, and there are sev- 
eral other Chesapeake Pay custom 
houses where reports are also made, 

; Fifty Men Killed. 

The Government officials agree that 
not one death or disappearance in the 
prior five years has been reported. 

Conservative estimates made by ex- 
perienced oyster men place the number 
of deaths on this outlaw fleet so far this 
year at 50. The proportion of brutal 
nomicides in these 50 deaths may never 
be known. 

One sensational killing has been 
knawn in detail, but this is not strange, 
for the man shot down was of the fa- 
vored class, an oyster boat captain, 
one Alec Harris of the Kate Vickers, 

Harris had been ordered by an oyster 
pairol to up anchor and get under way. 
A shot was fired to stir his movements, 
Harris’ reply was to get his Winchester 
and. begin blazing away at the authori- 
ties. Harris was struck first, a bullet 
creshing through his brain. 

L.ess attention is paid to the law 
about the opening of the oyster season 
than is given any other law. Both Clark 
and MeCabe were dead and buried be- 
fore the season was lawfully open. 

All Crews Shanghaied. 

‘it is. a disgrace to our civilization 
and has been for years,’’ sald Captain 
Kirkwin, the United States Shipping 
Commissioner at this port. “Virtually 
all the crews on the entire oyster fleet 
are ‘shanghaied.’ The men are never 
registered on the boats. No one knows 
who the oystermen are, how many there 
are of them, what becomes of them, or 
whether they ever get their pay. 

“Let a man get drunk in the right 
locality in Philadelphia or New York 
and his chances are excellent to wake 
up on one of these oyster boats, bob- 
bing about the lower Chesapeake Bay.” 

Iiundreds of men from Philadelphia 
and New York have been in this ap- 
pailing plight this year and the oyster 
season is now little more than a month 
old in the Chesapeake Bay.

Only Way to Avert Labor War 
Is for Operators to 
Give In.

CLEVELAND, 0O., Nov. .24.—After 
making a specially orderefi investiga- 
tion into the cohditions in the great 
coal fields, Max 8S. Hayes of. this city, | 
delegate to the Federation of Labor | 
convention, now in session in Pittsburg, 
and an expert on’ mine.labor, today 
sent the following dispatch to Cleve- 
land: 

“Thére will be a great’ national strike 
and lockout in the coal mining districts 
next spring, involving upward of half 
a million men, and resulting in the par- 
alysis of the entire industry and the 
hastening of a business crisis.”’ 

This question, which has been upper- 
most in the minds. of those who have 
watched industrial developments during 


the past few months, was answered 
partially today by those who are re- 
garded as the spokesmen of the miners, 
and now it remains for the operators to 
supply the balance of information nec- 
essary to clear up the situation. 

“My personal opinion is, after care- 
fully considering all the details and in- 
cidents of our trade, that there will be 
a national suspension in the mining in- 
dustry next spring. I don’t see how it 
can be averted if the operators in the 
anthracite and bituminous coal flelds at- 
tempt to enforce their threats of reduc- 
ing wages and ignoring our union.” 

These words were spoken today by 
Vice-President Tom Lewis of the Union 
Mine Workers of America, in discussing 
the mining situation. Mr. Lewis added 
that miners are making every prepara- 
tion to meet the issue and battle for 
the Itie of their organization and to 
maintain the wage scales they now 
have and better the same, if possible. 

President John Mitchell was inclined 
to agree in the main with the predic- 
tion of his chief Heutenant. ‘If the 
operators a upon a further reduc- 
tion of wages for mining coal it simply 
means fight,’’ he declared, with empha- 
sis. 
“Not only will members not accept a 
cut in wages, but they will in all prob- 
ability demand a restoration of the 5% 
per cent reduction agreed to in the 
bituminous fields last year, as well as 
a raise for the poorest paid men fn and 
about, the mines in the anthracite dis- 
trict.

The Dodge City district 
has 28 counties, and consequently the 
larger share of the open land. 

Homesteaders Neglect Titles. 

To homestead a tract of land in 
Kansas a person must be 21 years of 
age or the head of a eT: and he 
must not have exhausted prior home- 
steading rights. He must maintain a 
residence on the place he pre-empts 
for five years and must cultivate and 
improve it. One person can have not 
more than 160 acres, The place of 
abode which he must build must be 
habitable at all seasons of the year.

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PARDON REVEALS 


STRANGE STORY 


Restoration Citizenship of Des 
Moines Attorney Discloses 
Him a Former Convict. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SIOUX CITY, Io., Nov. 24.—Through 
the issuance of a full pardon and the re- 
storation of privtleges of citizenship to 
W. N. Jordan by Gov. Cummins, the 
public has learned for the first time 
that one of the most popular political 
leaders in the State and one of the fore- 


most members of the Des Moines bar is 
a furmer convict. 


More remarkable still is the discovery 
that he prepared for admission to the 


bar while .locked behind the bars serv- 
ing sentence. for obtaining money by 
false pretenses and fraudu.ent banking. 

Jordan's crime was committed while 
cashier of the State Bank of Baxter, lo., 
in 1894. He pleaded guiity to the charges 
and wags séntenced to nine months’ im- 
prisonment. Sentence was commuted to 
a like period in the County Jalil. 

During his period of incarceration, vor- 
dan applied himself assiduously in the 
study of law and took the State bar ex- 
amination three months after coming 
from his cell. He passed the examina- 
tion at the head of the class of 52 appli- 
cants and immediately opened an office 
in Des Moines. 

His advance in his profeSsion was re- 
markable. He rapidiy forged to the 
front rank of the Des Moines bar and 
became the head of one of the most 
prosperous firms in the city. 

He was repeatedly urged to run for 
judge and for the legislature, but caused 
surprise by declining to accept a nomi- 
nation. 

He was elected president of the Polk 
County Republican Club, the strongest 
organization in the State, and accepted. 
All of this time, however, he had been 
unable to vote, a privilege he craved. In 
restoring this privilege the record of the 
Governor's office disclosed his strange 
etory.

Issue. Gov. Folk will speak to the 
overflow on the street in front of the 
Odeon, as well as in the hall, and other 
speakers have been provided for. «he 
overfiow., 

A committee has been appointed to 
meet Gov. Folk at Union Station on his 
arrival from Jefferson City and to es- 
cort him to the Planters’ Hotel and the 
Odeon. This committee is made uv of 
L. D. Kingsland, E. C. Crow, Arthur B. 
Barret, L. C. Irvine, F. H. Gerhart, 
Colin M. Selph, Eugene Sarber, P. J. 
Coug“ilin, A. C. Stewart, John C. Rob- 
erts, George P. Jones, Thomas E. Mul- 
vihill, H. A. Forman, A. D. Brown 
and F. Ernest Cramer. Dinner will be 
served at the Planters’ to Gov. Folk’s 
party. 

Two bands will play at the meeting. 
Acting Mayor Forman has fssued a per- 
mit for a parade, which will escort Gov. 
Folk, and for fireworks in front of the 
Odeon before the meeting. Other 
speakers will be EK. C, Crow and Ben- 
jamin Schnurmacher. 

The Million Club indorsed the free 
bridge movement Thursday night in for- 
mal resolutions. These resolutions ex- 
pressed the belief of the members that, 
if a 50 per cent reduction in the bridge 
arbitrary is good for St. Louis, total 
abolition would better, and that even 
total abolition cf the arbitrary would 
not do away with the congestion of 
traffic due to lack of terminal facilities. 
The organization therefore indorsed the 
$11,000,000 bond issue ordinance, provid- 
ing for the construction by the city of 
a free combination railroad and wagon 
bridge. 

Francis Votes “No.” 

This resolution was adopted by a 
vote of 16 to 4 of the constituent organi- 
zations. The organizations which voted 
against it were the Louisiana Purchase 
Expositon, represented by David R. 
Francis and Walter B. Stevens; the 
Merchants’ Exchange, repress by 
©. L. Teichmann, George H. Morgan, H. 
H. Wernse and M. G. Richmond; the 
St. Louis Cotton Exchange, represented 
by Julius Lesser, and the Business 
Men’s League, represented by Walker 
Hill. 

An eftort was made by a minority for 
the adoption of a resolution introduced 
by Walter BE. Stevens and supported by 
President Francis, which favored a 
municipal raiiroad and wagon bridge 
“provided the same is legal and practi- 
cable.’’ The qualification was strongly 
assailed by the free bridge advocates, 
and the resolution was defeated by a 
vote of 1@% to 3'—% The fractional vote 
arose trom a division among represen- 
tatives of the Implement and Vehicle 
Board of Trade.

Check Spread of Flames From 
Burning Factories After 
$100,000 Loss.

DECATUR, Ill., Nov. 24,—Fire 
this morning laid in ruins the large 
plant cf the Decatur Milling Co., one 
of the buildings of the Decatur Chair 
and damaped other adjoining 
injured two men and threat- 
ened the main manufacturing district 
of the city. Never was so fierce a fire 
fought by the fire department. 

The flour milling establishment 
made up of two elevators and two 
mills. The fire had a good start be- 
fore being discovered, and the _ four 
buildings were a furnace of afimes in 
a few minutes.

but fortunately the wind was blowing 
in the opposite direction, otherwise 
the flames would have reached the gas 
ks.

Norfolk Tug Master Contracts 


to Navigate Uncle Sam’s 
Huge Craft. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 24.—J. D. Wood, 
a tug master of Norfolk, has fust 
Signed a contract with the Navy De- 
partment to go out to Manila on the 
“D. D. Dewey,” on one of the: most 
remarkable cruises of modern times. 

The “D. D. Dewey” means the big 


steel fioatin * 4 drydock now at. Sole- 
mon's Islan in Chesapeake = Bay, 
which is destined to dock the largest 
Ships of the American naval force in 
the Far East, if this great structure 
can ever be successfully piloted 
through four seas and the 14,000 miles 
lying between Chesapeake Bay and 
Manila Bay. 

Mr. Wood is to live aboard the dock 
during the voyage. He anticipates 
one of the most pleasant experiences 
of his life. He will receive $250 eom- 
pensation per month, his vessel will 
be 80 stable in the heaviest weather 
that it might be possible*to play bil- 
liards aboard, according to some offi- 
cers, and he will have plenty of good 
company and solid comfort. 

There is a permanent crew of eight 
each Of machinists, engineers, sailors 
and electricians and firemen. and these 
people are to remain attached to the 
dock at Manila. On the voyage across 
they will be re-enforced by 22 sailors, 
who will be disaharged w hen they 
reach Manila. 

Estimates vary as to the le ‘neth of 
time that will be consumed in the 
voyage, but some of the most experi- 
enced naval officers belfeve that the 

“Dewey” can be towed at the rate of 
100 miles a day and allow about three 
or four months for the trip, via the 
Suez Canal.

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BEGINNING OF POLICE REFORM. 

President Stewart's acceptance of the policy of 
publicity for police trials and his promise to bring 
it before the Board of Police Commissioners for 
action today, is a good beginning of the program 
of police reform which Gov. Folk has inaugurated. 
Publicity will cut out many of the evils which have 
heretofore been covered by secret proceedings. 

But this is only a beginning. The system of 
promotion by pulls must be abolished and a rigid 
merit system substituted for it. When policemen 
are made to understand that good work, and not in- 
fluence, is the basis of promotion, there will be a 
higher standard of police work. Politics will be cut 
out of the department. 

There must be reorganization on the basis of effi- 
ciency and merit as a solid foundation for the estab- 
lishment of the merit system hereafter. 

All the evils of the Police Department have been 
due to party and police politics, which have kept 
the policemen—in most cases against their will— 
serving the bosses, the politicians and their gangs, 
instead of serving the people. The pull has count- 
ed for more than the record of efficiency. All of 
this must be changed and al] the men who stand in 
the way of the change must be eliminated.

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Serious Condition of Harvard 
Captain Brings to Mind 
Dangers of Football. 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Nov. 24.—Noth- 
ing in Harvard's history has so dazed 
Crimgon men as the injury to Capt. 
Hurley, who lies in the City Hospital 


in Boston, with a blood clot on_ his 
brain. ‘ihe injury has aroused MHar- 
vard men in the sense that it has in- 
fused into them a desperation to win 
such as has never been known before. 
it has dazen them because it has come 
lixt a thunderbolt out of a clear sky, 
bringing them face to face with the 
queslion of ihe very existence of the 
game, 

“Can football stay?’ is the question 
Liarvard men are asking themselves on 
evely hand today. They have been 
hurt and hurt serloysly before this, but 
never has the leader of the eleven of so 
great a university as Harvard found 
himself in so critical a physical condil- 
tion. “Prep school’ players have been 
even killed, but the explanation given 
has been that they were over-trained, 
or under-developed or something to that 
effect.
